THE ROBERT LEACH FAMILY IN AMERICA 


é 


While there are many things, yet to learn about our ancestor Robert 
Leach, we feel we that we have learned some things that are worth 
noting. Perhaps at some future time we will be able to find some 
of the missing items about him that we would like to know. 


Robert Leage was born in England. We don't have his date of birth 
but believe ‘it was around 1788. Nor do we have his place of birth 
in England. However, there are some public records of events in his 
life that gives us some background on him and the family. 


Vie Robert's wife was named Louisa and we are not sure what her maiden 
Vad ¢name was - it may have been Russell. We hope to obtain documents 
that will verify her maiden name or tell us if she was not a 


A ov Lat Russell. If she was not a Russell, she was close kin to them as 
at “the following items will show. 


April 17, 1811 - John Russell, a planter of the Bahama Islands, gave 
his niece Louisa Leach of Glynn County, GA, a slave girl.... more 
about John Russell later. 


May 13, 1811 - Robert Leach bought land from John Franklin on 
Turtle Creek in Glynn County, GA. 


April 29, 1812 - Robert Leach of Glynn Co., GA bought 500 acres of 
land from the Daniel Touchstone estate on Green Creek in Glynn Co. 
t. The transfer was executed in Washington County, GA. 


May 20, 1812 - Robert Leach and wife executed a "deed of trust" for 
250 acres of land. The location was not given. 


August 27, 1812 - Robert Leach bought land from Hannah Bardin, the 
executrix of Absalom Bardin's:estate on College Creek in Glynn Co. 


Sept. 26, 1812 - Robert sold the land on Turtle Creek to Samuel 
Boyd. Grantor's wife, Louisa Leach, waived her dowers rights. 


April 9, 1816 - Robert Leach bought slaves from Hannah Trevor, a 
widow of Savannah, GA. 


All of the above records are in various deed, mortgage and court 
records at the Glynn County, GA courthouse. 


May 14, 1815 - John Russell of St. Salvador Island, Bahama Islands, 
last will and testament was probated. The will was dated Jan. 18, 
1811. Named in the will were: wife Mary, children Eliza Russell, 
James Hunter Russell, William Edward Russell, Richard Henry Russell, 
Mary Emelia Russell, Ann Russell and, "any other hereafter born by 
my wife". Executors were: Wife Mary, James H. Russell and Robert 
Leach of Georgia. 


On July 28, 1813, John Russell had given his daughter Eliza Maria 
Russell a slave. This instrument was executed in Glynn Co. also. 
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More on the RussellsS ......-. 


Patience R. Peterson (Mrs. Hugh Peterson) of Ailey, GA, stated in 
a letter to Leonardo Andrea, a professional genealogist, that her 
great grandfather Edward Russell was the son of John Russell. And, 
he ‘was born in 1796 on the Island of San Salvador in the Bahamas. 


Mrs. Peterson said also that John was born in Charleston, SC and that 
he and William Russell were Loyalist during the Revolutionary War. 
Due to th&r being Loyalist, their land and property in South Carolina 
i was confiscated and that they were exiled. They first went to East 
Florida and finally to the Bahama Islands. John was a ship builder 
and he eventually returned to Florida where he traded a ship to the 
govenor of St. Augustine for a land grant. The land was on the Hali- 
fax River near Daytona. According to Mrs. Peterson all of this is a 
part of public records also. 


Back to the Leaches ........ 


Robert Leach was named as executor on several wills other than John 


: Russell's and served on the grand jury in March 1822. So he must

of it they bought outright, some on a mortgage, land grants or lotte- 
ries and some by taking over payments when others lost it. 


The last account of Robert buying land that I could find was on March 

13, 1822 when he bought 202% acres in Monroe County, GA. This tract 

was bought from John Kelly who had received it through a land grant. 

| Robert paid $50 for the land and received a "quit claim deed" from 
John Kelly. This instrument was recorded in Wayne County Deeds Book 
"BY @ 


Robert died on August 30, 1822 at Fort McIntosh in Wayne County, GA. 
One account stated that he left a widow and five children. He left 

no will so Louisa petitioned the courts to be appointed the admini- 
strix of the estate. On May 5, 1823, Louisa received the appointment 
as administrix from. the Wayne County Court of Ordinary and was required 
to post a $10,000 bond. The instrument is recorded in Old Record Book 
"H" of Bonds for Wayne County. 


The courts required an annual accounting of all monies spent on the 
estate. There is a listing of those expenses that run for several 
years in succession and are quite detailed as to what the money was 
spent for. 


There is a separate accounting of expenses for the household/farm 
and Lonisa's and the children's expenses. The first accounting is 
for the year 1822 under the heading of Expenditures of McIntosh 
Plantation for 1822. 


The first entry was for receipt No. 1 naturally, and it was $42 that 
John R. Leach spent on a trip to Florida pertaining to the estate's 
business. 


: : . . : 
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The next entry was for $550 paid to E.W. Russell for Robert's note 
at the Darien Bank. And the list goes on from there with expenses 
you would expect in the operation of a farm and household. It 
seems they did spend quite a bit on rum and wine during some years 
though. 


Personal expenses for Louisa and the children were listed by indi- 
vidual accounting; some are as follows: 


Louisa had\expenses of $9.70 for ene year 1822,

In 1823, expenses for an additional family member were listed. The 
expenses were for Mary R. Leach in the amount of $12.87. Some of 


the items listed were for things that you would expect a baby would 
need. 


The listing of expenses for a 7th person creates some confusion and 


Yeads to some questions. . Was Louisa pregnant with Mary R. when Robert 
died and was then born in 1823? This may be the case since Robert was 
Said to have left a widow and five children. Since there was no list- 


for Mary R.- in 1822 she evidently had not been born prior to 1823. 


Was John R. the son of Robert and Louisa or could he have been 
Robert's brother? John R. Leach was listed as an attorney for 

Louisa on some documents and was referred to in later years as having 
power of attorney. More about that later. In 1823 John R. went to 
Monroe County and sold land there for the estate. An entry pertain- 
ing to this trip stated that John R. was robbed of some of the funds 
he obtained for the land in Monroe‘County. Since he was able to 
transact business for the estate, you would assume that John R. was 
no child in 1822 but I don't Know what the age requirements were at 
that time. 


Since no marriage date for Robert and Louisa has been found, it is 
difficult to estimate when the first child might have been born. 
Only two of the childrens birthdates are known. Leighton was born 
in 1815 and Robert was born in 1820. I assume the sequence in which 
they appeared on the record of expenses was also their sequence of 
birth. 


We know from the date on which Louisa received the gift of a slave 


from her uncle that she was married prior to April 1811. In the 
1850 Mississippi census she was listed as being 60 years old at that 
time. This would have made her year of birth 1790. It was not un- 


usual for girls to marry #avery young age back then, so She could 
have been married prior to 1810. 


In 1828, Louisa placed an ad in The Messenger newspaper at Macon, GA, 
stating that she was from Twiggs County, and that two or three years 
previous she had given her son John E. Leach power of attorney to 
sell the estates land, but was now revoking the same. The initial 


E in John's name was probably a misprint by the newspaper or the 
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book from which T obtained the information and should have been an R. 
Previous to this, on March 12, 1827, John R. Leach had bought land 
from George Barber in Butts County. John R's place of residence at 
the time was listed as Twiggs County. 


Lowisa, Leighton and Robert continued moving around in Georgia and in 
18B8 they were in Pike County. Leighton married Francis Thornton at 
Zebulon in Pike County on Oct. 11], 1838 and their first three children 
were born there. In' 1844, Leighton and Robert sold their land in 
Pike County and moved to Newton County, Mississippi. Leighton settled ° 
in the Beat Line area and Robert se!:ttled near Union. Louisa came to 
MS with her sons and was living with Robert when the 1850 census was 
taken. I cannot account for the remainder of the family after 1826. 
However, I found an M.P. Leach living in Neshoba County, MS on the 
1850 census. He listed his place of birth as Georgia but the age 
given did not correspond to what M. Park's should have been. But 

you couldn't always rely on what the census takers wrote down so 
there is a possibility the MP was M. Park. Another entry for the 
same house number but for another Camily listed a John Leach, aye 45, 
and an un-named 60 year old female with John. Could this have been 
John R. and the un-named female Louisa, who might have been visiting 
with Robert at the time? The census taker may have put her down as 
being a member of that family and since she was not there at the time 
simply left her name off. And if she was visiting Robert the census 
taker there listed her name as a member of Robert's family. It's 

a mystery as to what happened to the rest of the family. 


I could not find M.P. Leach in 1860 but an M.P. showed up in the 
1870 Leake County, MS census. I could find no record of him after 
that nor could I find Louisa after 1850. 

Leighton and Francis had a large family. Their first two sons were 
named William and Robert respectively and the third son was named 
Wiley Thomas. William, Robert.and Wiley enlisted in the Confederate 
Army; Wiley joining in June 1861 shortly after the war started, he 
was a member of the Pickney Guards. Most of Wiley's first three 
years of service were spent around Mobile and Pensacola. In the 
fall of 1864, he was a member of Hood's Army of Tennessee in the 
Nashville area. On November 30, 1864, Wiley was captured during 
the battle of Franklin outside Nashville. He and a thousand other 
R@bel soldiers became prisoners of war. Wiley was imprisoned at 
Cdmp Douglas near Chicago where he was paroled in March 1865. I 
have heard my parents talk about the hardships Wiley suffered in 
getting back to Mississippi after his release from prison. He had 
to walk most of the way and ate grain from the oxen's troughs to 
keep from starving. We don't know how long the journey took but 

it must have lasted for some time. 


Anyway, Wiley got back in time to marry Margaret Vance in 1865. 

We don't know the date of their marriage because the old family bible 
was lost in a house fire and the courthouse burned in 1874, so the S 
date was lost. We do know that it was in 1865 because on June 1, 1866,- 
our grandfather, Robert William leach, the first child of Wiley and 
Margaret was born. It is assumed that Wiley named his first son 
after his brothers William and Robert who never returned from the 
Civil War. 
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Leighton and Wiley were members of the Primitive Baptist Church. 
Wiley is mentioned quite often in the minutes of the Antioch Church 


in Scott County. He often served as a delegate to their "associations" 


and other proceedings. One rather amusing entry tells of Wiley's 
confessing to drinking too much intoxicating liquor. He begged the 
forgiveness of the congregation, which they granted, and the next 
month he was again serving as a delegate to their association. My 
father tolW@ me that his grandfather Wiley was very devoted to his 
church and %’éeldom missed a meeting, though it required several hours 
travel by’ horse and buggy to attend. He told of one occasion when he 
was in the turnip patch, pulling up turnips, when Wiley passed on his 
way to church. About the time they were passing my dad, he raised up 
to see who it was and Wiley's horse shied. Wiley thought dad was 

wliberately trying to scare his horse and threatened to give dad a 
spanking. My dad was only a child at the time and he convinced his 
qrandfather that he wasn't trying to scare his horse.

Wiley and Margaret are buried at Sulphur Baptist Church in Scott 
County and Leighton and Francis are buried at Newhope Fellowship 
Primitive Baptist Church cemetery near Stratton. 


Robert is buried at New Ireland. Some of his descendants that we 
knew or know were, Cousin Ezra Leach and his daughter Lucille who 
now lives in Gilmer, Texas. Melvin Leach and Rev. Kenneth Leach 
from the Union area. 


I plan to keep working on this project to try and fill in some of 
the gaps of missing items, so long as I am able. One of our distant 
cousins, Christine Kelley of Gautier, MS, has given me a great deal 
of help with this project and I am very grateful to her. Another 
not so distant cousin, D.W. Saxon, son of Dovie and Trudie Saxon, 
who lives in Gulfport has begun working on the family history also. 
I really must say that D.W.'s wife ’Rubye is the one that is doing 
the work and I appreciate her .help also. I would like to see more 
members of the family become involved in working on our family's 
history. We could have a family organization and that would make 
it easier as well as more interesting for all of us. 


I mentioned our cousin Lucille earlier and I would be remiss if I 
didn't acknowledge her assistance in this project. She was the one 
who gave me some background information on the family so that I 
could start "getting it together". 


As I gather more information, and have time to assemble it in 
printed form, I'll keep you posted.

Benson May Russewn, State Senator from the Eighth Sena- 
torial District, lives in the town in which he was born, Monticello, 
Lawrence County. The date of his birth 
is May 23, 1880. His father, James Alex- 
ander Russell, who was also born at Monti- 
.eello, served for six months in the Con- 
federate Army. He was a large land owner 
and a suecessful farmer. Senator Rus- 
scll’s paternal grandfather, Alexander 
Russell, who moved from Georgia to Ten- 
nessee and from Tennessee to Mississippi, 
was a captain in the Mexican War. Sena- 
tor Russell’s mother was Sarah (Maxwell) 
Russell, a daughter of Henry Maxwell and his wife, Jemima 
(Smith) Maxwell. Senator Russell attended the public schools 
of Lawrence County and the private school of Professor P. D. 
L, McLaurin in Simpson County. He then attended Mississippi 
College and was graduated with the B.A, degree in 1906. At 
college he edited the college magazine and was an anniversarian 
orator. Since leaving college he has been a teacher, at the same 
time managing a farm which he owns. His professional training 
was received at the Mississippi A. and M. College. Senator 
Russell is a Baptist, a Democrat and a Mason. On July 28, 
1925, he was married to Miss Fannie Lee Sarrett, the daughter 
of James Sarrett and Fannie Lee (Johnson) Sarrett, of Jackson, 
Miss. Mrs, Russell’s mother having died in Mrs. Russell’s early 
infaney, Mrs. Russell was known throughout her girlhood by 
the family name of her aunt and foster-mother, Mrs. Belle 
Her maternal grandfather, Robert Johnson, was a

to use a Russell coat-of-arms.’ An- armigerous Bedford Russell did in 
fact come to the American, colonies and may have left descendants here. 


The Héndrable George Russell, squire - -(c1651-1692), seventh son of 
William, Fifth Earl of Bedford,. and Ann (Carr) Russell,” and graduate 
of Oxford and Cambridge Universities, 2 was dispatched to the colonies 
in about 1676, apparently. leaving. a.wife and infant .son in England. 
During the three years he was in New York there arrived at Bedford. 
House in the Strand a number: of bills of: exchange. to be paid in Lon- 
don, these over and above the generous allowance being sent'to him.3 
Probably having exhausted his New York welcome, he transferred his 
activities to Boston where on 4 February 1679/80 he was admitted a 
freeman, "if he please to accept." He took oath before the Governor 
and Assistant 13 February 1679/80, “now resident with us in. Boston." 


His Boston career was short-lived, however, for on-23 August 1680, 
"by his confession before-th Governor and several of the magistrates, 
he was convicted of committing. fornication with Mary Pemberton,® and 
fined £10 and ordered to-give £50 as security: so that Boston and the 
county would be free from damages as to the maintenance of the’ onthe 
or that he give £100 as security ‘that ‘he ‘would: appear at the next. 
courity court to answer for his crime’ and abide by the sentence of the 
court."6 Needless to say, he quickly” found: passage back to England, 
“where "matters were no better, for he embarked on.a career of visiting 
his father's friends and borrowing money: by’ means of similar bills of 
excahnge, which he then ‘transmitted to Bedford House.

JOSEPH JAMES RUSSELL, lawyer and legislator, Charleston, Missouri, was 
born 23 August, 1854, near Charleston, Mississippi County, Missouri. He 
was a son of Joseph T. and Patience A. Russell, who were natives of 
Maryland, descended from leading families of that state. They removed 
in 1835 to the state and county in which their son was born.

In 1880 he was elected prosecuting attorney for Mississippi County. In 
1884 he was chosen as a presidential elector ... as a member of the 
electoral college, he cast his vote for the first Democratic President 
elected in more than a quarter of a century. Elected 1888 elected to 
Missouri House of Representatives, re-elected 1889. Married to Miss 
Belle Groath, of Cape Girardeau, Missouri, 27 duly 1884, at the Southern 
Hotel, in St. Louis.

THOMAS A. RUSSELL, lawyer and jurist, was born at Huntington, West 
Virginia. He was educated at the State ‘University of Missouri; began 
his law studies under the preceptorship of his brother, Colonel F. T.

Appointed judge of the St. Louis Circuit Court by Governor Stone. 
Judge Russell married Miss M. L.' Lenoir, ‘a granddaughter of General

ALEXANDER RUSSELL,~-a well-known citizen of North Beaver Township, lives 
on a farm of 96 acres about 12 miles southwest of New Castle, on the 
Small's Ferry road. Mr. Russell was born in Ohio 4 July 1834, and is 
the son of Johnson and Margaret (Kyle) Russell. He was but ten years of 
age when he lost his mother by death, and was reared by his maternal 
grandfather, William Kyle. The latter came from Ireland, where Mrs. 
Russell was born, and in 1817 located in North Beaver Township, Law- 
rence County, Penn. Alexander continued to live with his grandfather 
from March, 1844, until 1856, when he went out to make his own way in 
the world. He worked by the month for about a year, after which he 
rented farms in Lawrence County, and across the line in Ohio, at differ- 
ent times, until 1865. In that year he purchased a farm of 100 acres, 
on a part of which the town of Bessemer is located, and continued to 
reside there until 1893, when he moved to his present farm. He owns 43 
acres of this farm and his wife 53 acres, and the house in which they 
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‘live was erected by her father in 1874. It was. struck by lightning in 


1876 and, although it did not burn, it was badly damaged. 


- Mr. Russell was first married 1857 to Miss Margaret Johnson, daughter 


of David Johnson, who died leaving five children as follows: Margaret 
Elizabeth, who died at:the age of 26 years; Serepta Jane, married 
James Smith and died at the age of 26 years, leaving two children, Ed- 


- ward and Harry ...; Mary Ellen, the third daughter, married Hervey Les- 
lie and:died at ‘the age of 25 years, leaving two children, Essie and 
: John; -Ida, the only one of the family now living (1908), married 


Levi Flickinger and has five children: Edward, John, Mabel, Margaret 
and Robert; and Eva Belle, who died ‘at the age of nineteen years, was 
the wife of John Kerr, and left two-chiliren, Elsie and Jessie. 


Mr. Russell was married (second) in 1888 to Miss Margaret McCance, who 
was born on the farm on which she now lives and is a daughter of Jo- 
seph and Mary (Elder) McCance. . Her father was also born on a part of 
this farm and was a son of James McCance, .who came from Ireland at a 
very early day. He located upon the home farm in North Beaver Town- 
ship, cleared and cultivated it, and also followed blacksmithing at 
the same time, for many years.’ Her parents and her grandparents all 
lived on this place at the time of their réspective deaths. The fa- 
ther died in August,. 1893, and the mother in April, 1894. Joseph and 
Mary McCance were parents of seven children, four of whom are now liv- 
ing,. namely: Margaret (Russell); Easter (Phlew); James and Hunter. Mr.

JOHN RUSSELL OF WASHINGTON CouNTY, PENNSYLVANIA

JOHN RUSSELL, Highly prosperous farmer represents one of ‘the oldest 
pioneer families of Washington county. : His grandfather, Andrew Rus- 
sell, was born in 1732, in Scotland, and: came to America in 1758. He 
was married in this country to Isabelle Mays, a native of Ireland, and 
the young couple settled near Oxford, Chester Co., Penn., afterward 
moving to Canonsburg, this county, «where they resided:till 1782. An- 
drew then bought the farm in Chartiers township, which is yet .owned 

by his grandson. He was a blacksmith by trade, having brought his 
tools from eastern Pennsylvania, and, being the only one for miles 
around, his services were in constant demand. 


Andrew Russell, a son of the pioneer just mentioned, was born January 
3, 1777, in Cecil township, this county, and in 1782 was brought by 
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his parents to their new home in Chartiers township, where his youth 
was passed. _ In 1800 he was married to Ann McClellan, who was born in 
1784, in Mt.Pleasant township, this county, and after marriage began 
to manage the home farm. He was a Whig, taking an active part in the 
early political history of the county; he had a brother who served in 
the war of 1812. He died 2 March 1861, in his eighty-fourth year, be- 
-ing followed February 17, 1868, by his wife, who had borne him child- 
ren as follows: Jane, married to Samuel Lee, and died January 24,1880; 
Isabelle, married to William McCall, and died in 1845; James, married 
in 1844 to Elizabeth McElroy, and died in January, 1890; Ann, living 
in New Concord, Ohio; Elizabeth, married to Robert Jeffrey, of Mt. 
Pleasant township, and died January 10, 1878, in her sixty-fifth year; 
Andrew, married in April, 1839, to Jane Miller and died in April, 1891; 
Alexander, married first to Margaret Ann Acheson (deceased), then to 
Levinia Cockins, and died September 29, 1886, in his sixty-eighth year; 
Robert, married first to Elizabeth McConaughy (deceased), then to Mar- 
tha Jane McNary, and died in May, 1887; John, a sketch of whom follows; 
William (married to Margaret J. Thompson, who died in 1892), living in 
Chartiers township, and Nancy, who died in 1849. 


John Russell, the subject of this sketch, was born in 1821, on the 
farm in Chartiers township which is his present home. In May, 1866, 
-.John Russell was united in marriage with Elizabeth G. Morrison, a 
native of Chartiers township. She is a daughter of William and Sarah 
- (Munce) Morrison, both of whom were born and reared in Chartiers town- 
ship. The father died about 1860 and the mother was laid beside him 
in March 1885, To the: union of John and Elizabeth G.(Morrison) Rus- 
sell four children have been born, namely: Lizzie Luella (wife of J.R. 
Hosick, a theological student at the Allegheny Seminary); Anna; 

J. Mack, a student of the Western Reserve Medical College, Cleveland, 
Ohio; and Frank (deceased in infancy) . _ Mr. Russell owns the home farm 
which has been in the family over one hundred and ten years, and con- 
sists of. 160 acres, upon which comfortable and commodious. buildings 
are erected. He makes a specialty of raising a high grade of English 
shire horses. Mr. Russell has in his possession many antique relics 
of past generations, among which may be mentioned an anvil which was 
brought from Scotland by his grandfather, also a daybook over one hun- 
dred and twenty years old. He has a small trunk, or case in trunk- 
shape, that was owned by his father, and is very old; it is 4x7 inches 
leather-covered, and is quite a curiosity. He and his wife are both 
members of the United Presbyterian Church, at Canonsburg, this county. 
Mr. Russell died on Monday, January 16, 1893, after only twenty-four 
hours illness.

ANDREW RUSSELL and his wife, natives of Scotland, emigrated to this 
country and located near Oxford, Chester County, PA, where he lived 
several years. In the year 1782 he came to this county and purchased 
a tract of land in Chartiers twp., on which he lived and died. it 

was part of the Crawford-Neville Military Patent, but was taken out 
under a Pennsylvania Warrant, and later was released from the claim. 
under the military patent by a quit claim that was granted by Presley 
Neville in 1803. ~Russell also took a warrant for a tract of land on 
the north branch of Chartiers Creek, 17 May 1802. His family consist- 
ed of his wife, seven daughters and three sons. The log cabin that 
was first built was later used for a blacksmith shop, when a larger 
and more commodious house was erected. His son, Andrew, inherited the 
farm and lived upon it till his death in 1862 at the age of 85 years. 
He married Anna McClelland, by whom he had eleven children: James; 
Andrew; Alexander; Robert; John; William; Jane; Isabella; Ann; Eliza; 
and Nancy. James married Miss McElroy and resides in Unionport, Ohio. 
Robert, John and William are all prosperous farmers in this county. 
John resides on the homestead of his father and grandfather.

ROBERT RUSSELL, deceased, who was engaged in ets general hauling and. 
drayage business at Seattle, was born in Ashland, Ohio, 14 Sept 1834, 
his parents being Samuel Woodburn and Jane (Sprott). Russell, who were 
natives of Beaver and Allegheny counties of Pennsylvania, respectively. 
On leaving the Keystone state they became residents of Ashland, Ohio, 
and thence removed to Auburn, Indiana, where they remained until they 
crossed the plains upon an eight months' trip which brought them to 
the northwest. They ‘arrived at’ Alki Point,’ Washington, in the fall 
of 1853 and took up a donation claim on White river, near the town of 
Kent. They were driven off their. Claim by the Indians in 1857 and 
then settled in the little village of Seattle. 


Robert Russell therefore, became one of the pioneer residents of ‘this 
city, where he spent the remainder of tis life, and there were few ~~ 
who had so:long been witnesses of its. growth and progress.as he. Mr. 
Russell watched its transformation from.a. frontier town to one of the 
great metropolitan centers of the northwest, with all of. the advan- 
tages and opportunities known to the older east. . a: 


On the 29th of August, 1869, in Seattle, Washington, Mr. Russell 
was united in marriage to Miss Joanna Maria Welch, a daughter of John 
Welch, of: Boston; Massachusetts. They crossed the. Isthmus ‘of Panama, 
departing from Boston in 1868, and making the trip from New York to 
San Francisco in twenty-three days on a sailing vellsell, they reached 
Seattle. To Mr. and Mrs. Russell were born two children: Robert 
Emmet, who wedded Miss Mary Sartori; and Ellen Alice. In public af- 
fairs Mr. Russell was always deeply interested and in 1884 became a 
member of the city council.

. My grandmother's .father's mother died December 15th *1843. She ‘lived ‘to’ Be age 79. 


‘ §.E.Russell's father, Isaac ‘Russell, son of Noadiah Sth, was born Noveuber loth, 
1793 at Cavendish, Vt.,‘where on May 16th, 1816, at the bride's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Samuel Cleveland, at. Chesterfield, Mass., Isaac, Russell, married Miss Polly 
Cleveland. She was born at Chesterfield, Mass., Thursday , June 29th 1797, where 

‘they lived for a ‘short time, when they moved to Lake county, Ohio, where several 
of their children were born; then they moved to Granger county, Ohio, where I be- 
lieve the rest. of their children were born.: From there they moved to Delaware 
county, Ohio... To this union ten children were born, to-wit: 


‘Sally Mariah ‘Russell, b. 7 Jul 1818; William Russell b.2 Sept 1820; Mary Russell 
-b.17 Nov 1822; Emily Russell b.5 Dec 1825; Isaac Earl Russell b.3 Apr 1828;

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In about 1839 or 1840, Isaac and Polly Russell and the rest of their children moved 
to Delaware County, Ohio. In Delaware County, Emily Russell married William ¥. Earl 
Earle of Jackson County, IA on 24 Feb 1845. He was b.30 Sept 1819, Chesterfield, 
Windsor county, Vermont. After their marriage, they with her sister Mary, moved to 
Jackson county, Iowa; and in the fall of 1845, Polly and Isaac with the rest of 
their family, moved to Jackson county, Iowa also, and lived near Maquoketa, until 
the spring of 1846 when they all moved to Dubuque county, near Dubuque, IA. There 
on 5 Jul 1849, Mary Russell m.

2 Oct 1870, in Scott county, IA, Miss Margaret 'E. Houghton was m. tq S. E.Russell of 
Wilton, IA, She was d/o Elizabeth & Moses Houghton ‘and was b.15 Dec 1848, St.Louis, 
MO. After our marriage we went to live in Wilton. My parents lived with us. We 
had four children. On 8 June 1872, Pather Isaac Russell died. Our son, Alvey S. 
Russell was b.16 Feb 1873. While we lived in Wilton, Mary Hunter d.26 Mar 1873; 

6 June 1873, Henry Hunter died at his home in Wilton Junction, IA. Mary Ada Hunter 
went to live with her Uncle Lester and Aunt Sally Russell, near Tipton, Cedar county 
Iowa. Not long after this, we moved to Newton, IA, where our daughter Polly Eliza- 
beth, was born 26 June 1875. We then moved to Cameron, MO, and Uncle Stephen with 
us. September 22, 1877, Polly Elizabeth Russell departed this life. She was bvr- 
ied in the Wilton’ Junction cemetery in Iowa. On December 31st, 1877 was born an-" 
other daughter. We named her Bertha. We moved back to Iowa; Moses Houghton & 
family had moved to Jasper county, Iowa. We moved with Stephen Russell, then, to 
Poweshick county, Iowa, where on 14 November 1878, Bertha Russell died. She was 
buried in the Newton cemetery. Still another daughter was born to us on 31 Dec 
1879, named Laura Viola. She died 18 Sept 1881, and was buried in the Newton 
cemetery. 21 Oct 1881, Stephen Russell died at our home in Poweshick county; Towa 
and wes buried in the Newton cemetery. Mrs. Houghton died near Newton and was 
buried in the same cemetery. 24 July 1893, Moses Houton died and was also buried 
in the Newton cemetery, by the side of her that had been his wife. 


In 1882 We moved to Southern California with our son, Alvey. We did hope it would 
benefit his health; my sister, Emily and husband, Willian Y. Earl had gone there 
several years before. We were over the road six times, and then we came back to 
Grinnell, Iowa, in 1889, where Moses Houghton lived with us the most of the time 
until his death. 


Mother, Polly (Cleveland) Russell departed this life on apbebiee 20th. 1896, and 
was buried in the Wilton Junction cemetery, by the side of her husband, Isaac. 
They livedras man and wife over fifty-six years, and mother was almost 100 years 
old. : 


I, Silas E. Russell, have heard my father, Isaac R., say many a time that his 
cousin, Spencer G. Russell, of Bluffdale, Illinois, got up this Record of the 
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Russells and expected to have it published in book form, but did not get it publish- 
ed. He left it with my father, Isaac, for several years. I have thought to get it. 
completed and so, in the fall of 1910, while I was living in Eureka Springs, Arkan- 
sas, I have gotten it done as best I could. Some have answered me and some have 
not.

In an effort to connect Wilkes County Russells to Virginia, an admittedly limited 
attempt has been made at research in Virginia border counties. Buckner Russell has 
been tracked from Halifax Co., VA, to Pittsylvania County, VA, in 1777. .In 1778, 
he and wife Rachel sold thig land and he appears on the Wilkes 1790 census. In 
1773, the Pittsylvania County records show two sales on Cascade Creek by a George 
Russell of Surry County, NC. Looking farther afield, a 1802 tax list of Jackson 
Co., TN, listed Buckner Russell with one white poll. and 126 acres. Also in the 
same Tennessee county, Capt. Jabez Fitzgerald's Company, is Joseph pueee nt one 
white ‘poll;. ‘William Russell, one white polly: and 300 acres... : 


Of early Russell women. in Wilkes,. these four have not ‘been’ identified: Mary, who 
married John Turnibill in 1795; Nancy who married Flood Forkner in 1801; Letitia, 
who married Thomas Sloan in 1811; Rachel who married Charles Swaim in 1821 (bonds- 
men were John Russell and Moses Swaim). The earliest Russell. groom recorded at 
Wilkesboro was James Russell who married Elizabeth Gouger in 1811, bondsmen Henry 

Gouger and John McCord. The Relationship to. other Russells is unknown. 


'*. John J.’ Russell, son of Daniel, was married in Wilkes to Rachel Davis on .2 June 
1821. Her parents are unknown. They lived in the Moravian Creek-Boomer area near 
Russell's Gap. Their children lived on both sides of the Wilkes-Alexander County 
boundary. Some are buried at Zion Hill Baptist Church Cemetery near-.Boomer and 
some’ at Mount Olive Baptist Church Cemetery just south of Russell's Gap Road lead- 
ing to Taylorsville.. Rachel died sometime after 1836, and John married Jane Hubbard 
ca 1842. Daniel was buried on a knoll near Boomer in a family cemetery. Presumably 
when the land left the family, the grave markers were: removed and a modest one-story 
white frame house was built thereon. The house was spamming in ee when the writer 
' was a@ guest of his cousin, Will C.- Russell.

The War Between the States took its toll of this family. Noah was wounded in 
the Battle of Crab Orchard and nothing further is known to the writer of him. 
Abednego was wounded at Gettysburg and died on Long Island, NY. James Jefferson 
fought at Fredericksburg and is buried in the Confederate section of Hollywood Cen- 
etery in Richmond. Their 17-year-old half-brother, John, was bushwacked at Kinston, 
N.C., on his way to join the Confederate Army. 


There are numerous gaps in records at the courthouse at Wilkesboro. Many deeds 
and marriages were simply never recorded. Stoneman's burning of the courthouse at 
Taylorsville was a disgraceful act. Possibly there are people in Wilkes or else- 
where who have family Bibles, know oral tradition, or have records to clear away 
the mist. Any and all responses are welcome.
